well or ill done, could greatly hurt no man. But great 
hurt and preiudice(my Lords)may enſue vnto many, 
yea,cucn vnto yourlclues and your poſterity Goyncd 
as they are, and may bee, with other Noble tamilics) 
| by the milhapen, ill wrought, and deformed Pic/ ures 
" of talſe Pedigrees and Deſcents of Engliſh Nobiluie, 
which ſome bulie 4ntiquaries (as they would be called) oflate intruding,haue pub- 
Iihed in Print. It were therefore to be wilhcd, that Bookes of that kinde ſhould bee 
eximined by experienced Officers, and therewith haue your Lordlhips allowance, 
betore they paſle the Preſſe. Bur lithence hitherto it hath bin negle&cd and lightly 
paſſed ouer, as a marter of ſmal importance, and of leſle profit ; I truſt I (hall with 
your Honourable tauours, doe my Prince and Countrey the ſcruice, yea my {clfc 
and fellow-Offcers of Armes, the right ; preſuming not v/tra Caduceum, ro exa- 
mine the writings of theſe intruders, and retorme their crrors : whereof to giue you 
a taſte.

manes; William of Valence Earle of Penbroke, and Guydo Diſnay : which William and 
Guydo, were the ſons of Hugh le Bran, Earlc of the Marches of Aquitain in France, 
and not King 7»bvs. I 

What a confuſion and trouble may this breed in after Ages; both for Deſcents, 
Armes, and true Kindred: asalſo ſuits of Law, Ducllocs, and-Challenges; Nay(my 
good Lords) were not the Crowne ſo well eſtabliſhed inthe King, and his Royall 
"ſue (which God long preſerue:) what a Way is heere opened (it it bee notſtopr in 
time) for vaine Titularies and Competitors to preſume on ? So dangerous a thing 
it is, for the vnskiltull ro deale in matters of Herauldry, that are not {worne & pro- 
to\led Officers thereto. Had I bene as forward to {ct out mine owne labors, as thoſe 
hauc bene to vent the imperfe& Colieftions of others, I might (I thinke) haue writ- 
ten of this ſubic& before ſome of them were borne : for any time thele fitrie yeeres, 
it hath bene my ſtudie. And when I had almoſt finiſhed a true Caralogue of the 
Kings, Princes, and Nobles of this Realme, that haue bin lince the Normane Con- 
queſt, with intentto leaue ir to poſterity only in Writing, and inthe Office and Col- 
ledge of Armes (which indeede ought to be rhe Storce-houle of all honourable ARi- 
ons and Delignes) I ſtaide awhile ar f1ght of the blinde and milſhapen whelps,which 
the oucr-haſty brought forth. But now, as well tor the Reaſons atore-ſhewed, as 
alſoar the inſtance of ſome of my Honourable Friends; I haue thought meete (ha- 
uing firſt made his Maieſty acquainted therewith) ro publith and preſent the ſame 
vnto your Lordſhips ; whercin beſides the errors abouc cited, your Honours ſhall 
hauc heere inthe next leafe following, many others : yea, ſuch as cry out to bee re- 
formed, by your nodal ; which I rruſt of your owne Noble care and Honoura- 

0 execute,that hencetorth the Nobility and Gentry of this 
Land, together with the Officers of Armes, may hold their owne better : And thar 
the vndigeſted Notes of dead Heraulds and Painters bookes(to the preiudice of the 
living) be not publiſhed by any. And that in theſe matrers of Armesand Deſcents, 
none but ſworn Officers of Armes may be ſuffered to meddle ; yea, &thatamongſt 
our ſelues, none may beſuftered to giue the ancient Enſ1gnes and tokens of Honour 
and Armes, vnto ſuch as haue neither Deſcent nor Deſerts to commend nor cnable 
them thereunto. 

Theſc and the like abuſes done to our Proteſſion, are enough (my good Lords) 
for me to point at by way of Epiſtle, and fully ſufficient (I hope) ro draw your Ho- 
nourable cares for amendment thereof. But many more great errors hauc [ likewiſe 
diſcouered, yea (almoſt) in cuery page of my Booke : which Booke (with my poore 
endeuours) I humbly offer vnto your moſt Noble proteQtion and Patronage : And 
if your Honors [hall be pleaſed, tauourably to cenſure and accept the ſame (as ear- 
neſtly I wiſh and pray you) I thall thinke my paines heerein well beſtowed, & take 
encouragement to pertett and hnith a farre greater worke begun in this my Proteſh- 
on : otherwiſe to do you the beſt ſcruice I am able.

Illiam Rouſe or Rufus ſur-named 
of his red haire, the third ſonne 
of william Conqueror, This Wil- 
liam (erued vnder his Father at 
&  \ the battaile of Gerberoth in Noy- 

mandy,where he was wounded : He vegan his 
Reigne of King of England, the ninth day of 
September,in the yearc of our Lord, 1087. & 
was crowned at Wei#miniter, by Lanfranke 
Archbiſhoppe of Canterbury, the firſt day of 
| October. He wasofperſon a ſquare man, red 
coloured, his haire ſomewhat ycllow, his cycs 
not one like another;he was of meane ſtature, 
ſomewhat big bellied, hee was very variable, 
inconſtant,couctous and cruell ; he ouer-bur- 
dened his Subic&ts with varcaſonable taxes, 
po the rich, and oppreſſed the poore. And 

ing a hunting in the New Forrelt,the ſecond 
day of Auguſt, inthe ycare 1100. Sirwalter 
Tirrell,a French Knight,ſhooting at a Deere,vnawaresſmote himinthe breaſt, 
that he fell downe ſtarke dead,and neuer ſpake word. His body being conuay- 
ed to Winche#er,was there buricd in the 43.yeare of his age,hauing reignedal- 
moſt thirteene yeares,lceauing no iſſueto ſucceed him.

zZ4 Enry, the fourth and youngeſt 
YA LY ſonne of William Conqueronr, 
=_ was borne at S-(6) in Torkſoire, 
(y 1070. and for his learning was 
Fer cald Beautlark; he was brought 
Vpin the ſtudy of the liberall Arts at Cam- 
bridge,vnder Henry Newborough Earle of war- 
wicke.He began his Reignethe ſecondof Au- 
guſt, and was crowned atWe#tminſter, by 
Maurice Bilhop of London, (Anſelme Bilhop 
of Canterbury beeing then in exale) the fift of 
Aveuſt,1100. He was ſtrong and mighty of 
body ,high of ſtature,atmiable of countenance, 
blacke haired, faire eyes, broad breaſted, wal 
in fleſh, full of merry conceits, excellent in 
wit, eloquent in ſpeech, and fortunate in bat- 
raile,z and for theſe, he had three notable vi- 
ces,coucrouſneſſe,cruelty and letchery. Hee 


maried two wiues,the firſt was Mauld,daugh- 
ter of Malcolme Canmoir, King of Scotland, (otherwiſe Malcolme withthe great 


head) ſhe was married to him at Loydon,in the yeare 1100. and lmed with him 
17.yeares,and dycd in May,in the yeare 1118.& was buriedat S. Peters church 
at Weſtminſter, leauing iſſue one ſonne and a daughter ; ſhe built a houle for lea- 
pers necre London,called S.Gyles in the field. 

His ſecond wife was Adelicra,daughter of Godfrey,firſt Duke of Louaine,and 
ſiſter of another Godfrey,and Iocelyn of Louaine : She was married the 29.0f Ia- 
nuary,1121.and continued his wife fiftcene yeares,burt had no iſſue by him.She 
was after marricd to William de Atbeney Earle of Arundell, by whom ſhe had 
iſſue, !#i///am the ſecond Earle of Arundell, Godfrey, and 1vane married to Tobn 
Earle of Anzi.” This Henry dyed of a ſurfet at Denniſes, in the Forreſt of Li- 
ons in Normandy,the firſt day of December,in the yeare 1135. being about 67. 
yeares olde,hauing reigned King 35.yeares and foure Moneths. 

In this Henry, ended the line of the heyres male ofthe Norman Kings, ha- 


uing reigned hcere 69.ycarcs, after whom came the French, by marrying the

wiliam ſonne of King Henry and Queene Mavuld his firſt wife, was bornein 
the yeare 1102.and being 14.yeares old.the Nobility did him homage, & three 
yeares

yeares after, he married Aary, the daughter of Folk Earle of nou; andthe 
lame ycare was made Duke of Normanay, tor which he did homage to King 
Lew the Gre//e of France,and atter was drowned, comming out of Normanay 
into En2land,the 26.0t Nouember, 1120. beeing then cighteene yearesof age, 
leauing no iſſue of his body. 

Mauld the only daughter of king Fenry the firſt, by auld his hrſt wife, was 
borne the fourth yeare of her Fathers Reigne, and was married tothe Empe- 
rour Henry the fourth.for his ſecond wite, being but ſeuen yeares oide at her &- 
pouling,and married and crowned at eleuen, ar Mepts in Germany, m the yeare 
1114.with whom lhe continued twelue yeares, and out-liued htm, but had no 
iſſue by him. After the married Geffrey Plantagenet,Earle of Antou,ſon of Foulke 
king of Jeruſalem,in the yeare 1127 and had iſſue Henry,after King of England, 
Geffrey, Earle of Nantes in Britarne ; andwilliams, Farle of Poyteu : She was his 
wife 23.yeares,and a widdow 17.ycares,and after dyed in Roar, 1167, and was 
buried at Bec Abbey in Normanay.

Robert (of ſome Writers called the Conſuli of GloceFer) baſe ſonne of King 
H-nry the firſt, begotten of Ne/t,the daughter of Rice ap Teuder,the great Prince 
of South wales, who was after married to Girald de Windſore, Conſtable of the 
Caſtle of Pexbroke. This Robert married Mabell, daughter of Robert Filz-Ha-' 
mond, ord of Glamorgan,by whom he had iſſue, /1kam Earle of GloceFer,and 
others,as in the Title of Earles of GloceFer is more art large. 

Rezmald,balc ſonne of King Henry the firſt, begotten of the daughter of Ro» 
bert Corbet, of Alenceiter in Warwickſhire,had iſſue, foure daughters his heires, 
as inthe Title of Earles of Cornwallis more at large.

eror and Queene Mauld? was crow - 
ned King on SS tephens day ,by Milkam Arch. 
Biſhop of Canterbury, at weitminſter 1135,by 
the plotting of his younger Brother Henry, 
who was Biſhop of W:nche#ter, and Abbot of 
GloZtenbury, and who had drawn vnto his Fa- 
Aion, William Archbiihop of Canterbury, the 
very firſt manthat before had ſworne tealty 
ro Queene Mauld the Empreſle, and to ſtir v 

the Nobility ofthe Realme againſt the aide 
Mauld, proteſting, that it was baſcneſle for ſo 
many great Peeres to beſubie&t vnto a woma. 
And further, to helpe forward this miſchic- 
uous plor, (another of the ſame brood) Koger 
Biſhop of Salisbury, the late Kings Treaſurer,proteſted,that theNobility were 
free from the Oath they had betore made tro Mauld the Empreſle, by reaſon 
that ſhe had marricd Geffrey Plantagenet,without their priuity and conſent, (as 
though free Princes could not marry without the conſent of their Subie&s) 
which falſe inſtigations of theſe wicked Bilhops,madethe Nobility to forſwear 
them(ſclues,in ſwearing fealty vnto King Stephep a Vſurper. And theſe were the 
fruites of theſe honeſt Churchmen,who were the caule,and loſle alſo of many a 
mans life. This Stephen married Mauld,daughter of Eu#ace Farle of bolloigne, 
Brother of Godfrey and Baldwyz kings of /eruſalem,by whom he had iſſue,three 
ſonnes and two daughters : he reigned cighteene yeares,ten moneths,and odde 
daycs,and dycd at Dower the 25.0t October, 1154. beihg 49. yeares olde, and 
was buried at Feuerſhams in Kent, where his Queene and Sonne were alſo buri- 
ed.She dyed at Heningham Caſtle in Ef/ex,the third of May, 11s 1.It is ſaid,that 
King Stephen entring this Realme,the {igne being in Sagzrtariis; and obrayning 


greatvitory by the helpe of his Archers, aſlumcd the Sagitarius for his Arms.

Heart; and did beare on his Shield or Targe, 
for his Armes, a Lyon rampant, which was 
the firſt Armes that cuer I haueſeene borne 
by any in Exgland. He began his Reigne ouer 
England, the lixt day of July, in the yearc of 
our Lord, 1189.bcing 35.ycares olde, And v 
on the ſolemnizing of his Fathers F rf 
went to the City of Roan,where, on the twen- 
tieth of Iuly after, he was proclaymed Duke 
of Normandy.

winning of /-ruſalem from the Infidels ; which journey he vndertooke, becauſe 


Fredericke the Emperor, and Philip the ſecond of France, and Leopold then 
Arch-Duke of A«itria,and others had engaged themſclues,to further thoſe at- 
temprs,that their generall mceting ſhould be in S1cilia : and that ſuch wealth & 
booty as God and good fortune{ſhould make them @wners of, ſhould be equal- 
ly ſhared and diuided amongſt them and theirs. King Richard to ſupply his 
wants,and to furniſh himſelfe with money, he ſolde the Caſtles of Barwick and 
Rokesbrough to the King of Scots, for ten thouſand pounds ; and the Lord{hip 
and Earledome of Durham,vnto Hugh the proud Biſhop of that See, for a great 
ſumme of money. Healſoenriched himſelfe by the ſale of ſundry Honours, 
Lord(hips, Mannors, Offices, Priutledges, Royalties,and other things ; prote- 
ſting,thar (for the Sp wayy of ſo greatand honourable a ſeruice) hee was 
not vnwilling to (ell his Citty of Londow,ifany were able to buy it, rather then 
he would be chargeable vnto others . His journey being pertormed, and hee 
ent. cpacs King of erufalem, and had the poſſcſhon thereof, and after ma- 

ing his returne for Enzland;was in great danger of ſhipwracke,where he ſaued 
his life by (wimming, neere vnto Hrfria, which lyerh berweene Aquileia and 
Venice. And comming to the Territories of Leopold in Auitria, hee was by him 
taken priloner & ſolde to the Emperour Henry the ixt, for threeſcore thouſand 
Markes ; which Emperour afleſied himro pay for his ranſome, one hundred 
thouſand pounds) for which, ſecurity being giuen, he was ſer ar liberry. Hee 


was hrſt contracted in marriage to Alice, daughter of Lewss the ſeuenth king of 
France,but with her he ncuer kept company,nor had any iſſue. 
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His ſccond wife was Berengaria, daughter of Sanches the fourth, King of 
Nauarre,who married him at C/pris,and accompanied him to the holy land. 
He was (laine by Bertram de Gurdonn, with the thot out of a Crofſebow, at a 
Caltle ofthe Viſcount of Limoges, called Cyalons, which wounding him in the 
ſhoulder,the Surgeons hauing drawne out the wood of the Arrow, and not the 
enuenomed yron forke; mangled the Arme with cruell inciſtons, that the paines 
thereof haſtned his death,when he had raigned almoſt nine yeares.He was bu- 
ried at Fownteuerard in France at his Fathers feete, the 6.0f Aprill, inthe yeare 
1199.without any lawtull iſuc.

Land,and all his goods confiſcated ro the Kings vie. Wilzam Brampton, Roger 
Leiceiter John Luneth, and Richard Lithbury betore named, being accuſed of 
wrongfull iudgements,and other foule miſ-demeanors, were deliuercd out of 
the Tower of London,by paying cach of them a thouſand Markes fync;and $4- 
lomon de Rogeiter, Thomas de Sudington, Richard de Boland, and Walter de Hop- 
ton, luſtices thar rode the circuites, were charged with the like offences, & were 
punilhed accordingly.Sir Raphe de Himgham,a luſtice of great account, and who 
hadthe managing of the whole affaires of the Realme, was charged with many 
notorious abuſes,and purchaſed his peace witha great ſumme of money ; A- 
dam de Stretten, Lord Chicte-Baron of the Exchecquer,a man cfpreat poſlcſh- 
ons,loſt all his livings,and 34.thouſand Markes in ready money;and yet it was 
thought he had great fauour,in that heloſt nor his life. 

King Edward married two wiues,and had iflue by them both. Queene Elia« 
nor his tirſt Wife, was iſter of Alphon/ws King of Ca#ile,and daughter of Fer- 
dinando the third ; She was martied to hum at Bures in Spaine, 1254. and was 
crowned with him, and liued with him 26.yeares, and dyed at Herdeby in Lin- 
colnſyire,the 29.0f Nouember,1 2 90.and was buried at Ve#minſter,and at cue- 
ry place where ſhe reſted, comming from Herdevy,he creed a Crofle. 

Margaret his (econd wife,was lifter of Philfp thefaire, King of France, and 
eldeſt daughtcr of Philip the Haray,ſon of S.Lewis;lhe was marricd vnto him ar 
C anterbury,the 8.of September, 1299.She oucr-liued King Edward,and remai- 
ncd a Widow ten yeares after, and dyed the 10.0f Edward theſecond, 1317. 
and was buricd in the Gray-Fryars in London, beforethe high Altar inthe Qui- 
er,which before {he had built.

his rime in voluptuous pleaſure,and riotous exceſſe. And to helpethis marter 
forward,Pteres turniſhed the Court with Teſters, Ruthans, flattering paraſites, 
andother vile and naughty rybalds, that the King might ſpend both {ms and 
nights in ic[ting,playing, banquerting, and other luch diſhonourable exerciſes. 
And to aduance thoſe like vnto himſclfe,he procured for them honourable Of- 
fices and preferments: all which, greatly encreaſed thehatred of the Nobility, 
and the morezin regard of his high & haughty cariage of himſelfe. Being now 
aduanced to honour, he would not once yeeld an inchto any; which procured 
him great enuy amongſt the checteſt Peeresof the Realme ; namely,Henry La- 
cy,Earle of Lincolne ; Guy Earle of Warwicke ; and Almerick de Valence,Farl of 
Penbroke the Earle of Arundelland others; who,vpon ſuch wrath and dilplea- 
ſure,as they had conceiued againſt him, thought it not meetero ſuffer rhe ſame 
any longer;in hope that the Kings minde _ haply be alrered to better pur- 
poſe,it : corrupter thereof were once banithed trom him. 

Heereupon they aſlembled together in a Parliament time, atthe New Tem- 
ple in Lonaon,and there agreed,thar the ſaid Pieres ſhould depart, and be bani- 
{hed the Realme againe the ſecond time;and not to returne againe at any time 
after. Tothis the King (but ſore againſt his will) agreed, and madehus Let- 
ters Patents to the ſaide Lords, to witneſle the ſame : and the Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury did pronounce the ſaid Pieres accurſed,if he tarricd any longer han 
the time appointed him,and likewiſe all rhoſerhat ſhould ayde,helpe, or main- 
raine him. Whereupon Peres was conſtrained to ſhip himſclte at Bri#ow for 
Ireland, though ſore againſt the Kings will, thteatning the Lords to bee reyen- 
ped. - Butnor long after, Peres returned againe into England, and came to the 
Kingat Toke, ar whoſe comming, the King greatly reioyced ; andlyinginthe 
Biſhops Pallace,cauſed Pieres to be lodged in the Caſtle,nor farre from him. 

Not loag after,the Kingwas willing (for his recreation) ro take the Sea,lea- 
uing Peres of Gaweiton at Torke. The Barons purſued GaveFon, who fleddeto 
Scarborough, where the Barons tooke him, and carried himto a place called 
Blacklow,and there the 9.0f Tune,cauſed his head to be ſtricken off. Afterwards, 
the young Prince,the Queene and Nobiliy, finding fault with the two Spexcers 
(Huzh che Father,and H uh the ſonne, for miſlea and abuling the King & 
State,in like manner as Gaue#on had done) cauſed them likewiſe to be taken & 
putts death, without any triall, or anſwer. Which done, the Queene with her 
Sonne and the Nobility,called a Parliament, wherin King Edward was iudged 
not worthy to beare or weare the Crowne; but(for diuers cauſes) was to be de- 
poſed, and Prince Edward his ſonne,to bee choſen in his place. This becinga- - 
greec On, King Edward being all this while priſoner in Kenilworth Caſtle, was 
eaken and carried from thence by night, to Corffe Caſtle, and from thence ro 
Barkely Caſtle, where he was moſt cruelly murdered, by Thomas Gorney & lohn 
Maltreuers,and others his keepers. He was depoſed the 25. of Ianuary,1326- 
when he had reigned almoſt twenty yeares, and was murdered the 21.0f Scp- 
tember,1327.and his body was buried at GloceFer.

He had iſſue by the ſaide Elizabeth,one onely daughter 
named Phillip, marriedto Edmond Mortimer Earle of March, Grand-father of 
Anne,Counteſlc of Cambridze,Grand-mother of King Edward the fourth.

Bullingbroke,Duke of Hereford, ſonne of 
Tobn of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, he was 
at length by him (with the generall con- 
ſent of a whole Parliament) depoſed fro 
his Crowne and Kingdome, the 29. of 


September, 1399. and committed to pri- 
ſon,and afterwards wickedly murdered. For being ſentto Pomfret Caſtle to be 


ſafely kept, and Princely maintained; was ſhortly after by King Henries di- 
reion and commandement, (who fearcd leaſt his Eſtate might bee ſhaken,ſo 
long as King &:chardliued) wickedly aſſaulted in his lodging, by Sir Preresof 
Exten,and cight other armed men, from one of which (with a Princely cou- 
rage) he wreſted a browne Bill,and therewith (lew foure of them ; and with an 
admirable reſolution, fought with all the reſt : vntill comming by his owne 
Chaire (in which the baſe cowardly Knight himſelfe ſtood for his owne ſafety) 
he was by him ſtricken witha Pole-axce, in the hinder part of his head, that pre- 
ſently he tell downe to the ground and dyed,when hee had reigned 22. yeares, 
14.weckcs,and two dayes. 

He married two Wiues,the firſt was Anne,daughter ofthe Emperor Charles 
the fourth, and ſiſter of wenceſiaws, Emperour and King of Bohemia, who was 
crowned Queenethe 22. of Ianuary, 1384. hauing bene his Wife ten yearcs, 
and dyed ar Sheene in Surrey, 1394. and was buricd at Weſtminſter 5 dana i{-

HE right ofthe Crowne 
of England aftcr the death 
of King Kichard without 
iſſuc,ought to have deſcen- 
| - dedto Edmond Mortimer, 
Farle of March, ſonne and heyreof Ro- 
ger Mortimer,whoſe Mother Philip,was 
daughter and heyre of Lionel, Duke of 
Clarence,third ſonne of king Edward the 
third. Which notwithſtanding, Henry, 
ſur-named of Bulingbroke, Duke of He- 
reford, and ſonne and heyre of John of 
Gawnt,Duke of Lancaſter, Bu rh Son of 
king Edward the third, was eleRed king, 
and began his Reigne the 29.0f Septem- 
ber, 1399. Aﬀter which, he made many 
new Officers,viz.Themas his ſecond ſon, 
he made Lord high Steward of England, 
The Earle of Northumberland, Conſta- 
ble of Eng/and. The Earle of weſtmer- 
lid, Marſhall of England, &c. and was 
crowned at Feſtminſter,the 13.0f Ofto» 
7 ber after.The Dukes of Torke,Swrrey & 
BY, _ Albemarle, with the Earle of Glocefter, 
barerthe Canopy ouer him-(which Office,now the Barons ofthe Cinque-Ports 
do cxccute) Sir Tho: Dymmoke (anceſtor of the now Noble and worthy knight, 
Sir Edw.Dymmok of Lincolnſhire) was Champion, and rode 3. times abourthe 
Hallin compleatc armor,challenging any that ſhould gaine-ſay the kings right, 
throwing down his Gauntletto maintainethe ſame.He _ Henry bus eldeſt 
SON,Prince of ales, Duke of Cornwal,Earle gf Cheſter, and heyre apparent to 
the Crown;and at his death, he gaue him this charge ro keepe (as he would an-

He marricd two Wiues, the firſt was ary, ſecond daughter and co-heyre 
of Hamfre de Bobun,Earleof Hereford, Eſſex and Northampron,and Conſtable 
of Enzland,who dyedinthe ycare 13 94-and was buried at Canterbury. 

His ſecond Wite was Jeane,daughtcr of Charles King of Nauarre and Wid- 
dow of lohn Mountfort Duke of Britamme, who dyed at Haering in the Bower 
in E//ex,without iſſuc,the tenth of Iuly, 14 37.and was buried at Canterbury,

Henry eldeſt ſonne, was created Prince of Wales, Duke of Cornwall & Earle 
of Cheſter,in the firſt yeare of his Fathers Keigne. This Henry,in the time of his 
Fathers banilhment,was ſent into 7reland ; and, vpon hearing of his Fathersa- 
riuall into England, King Richard cauſed him to bee impriſoned with Humfrey, 
ſonnc and heyre of Thomas of IWoodſtocke in the Caſtle of Trime in [reiand; but 
in the firſt yeare of King Henry the 4. they were both deliuered, and comming 
to Eneland, Humfrey dyed of the plague at Cheſter, 

Thom as ſecond ſonne,was created Duke of Clarence,in the eleucnth yeare of 
King Henry the 4.and1n the 8. yeare of King Henry the 5.he was made Licute- 
nant Generall of France and Normandy ; and (in the yeare after) was ſlaine at 
Banzy-Bridge in France,by the Duke ot Orliance. He married Margaret,daugh- 
tcr of Thomas Holland Earle of Kent,and Widow of lohyn Beaufort Earle of S0- 
merſct ,as is more at large inthe Title of the Dukes and Earles of Clarence. 

Tohn third ſonne,was made Duke of Beaford,the 11.yearc of King Henry the 
4- his Father z and in the fift yeare of H-nry the 5. his brother, he was by Parli- 
ament made Regent of En2land,and Head of the publike Wealth. He knighted 
King Henry the 6. his Nephew, ata Parliament held at Leiceſter, in the 4. yeare 
of is Reigne. Andin the firſt yeare of the ſaid King Henry the 6.bcing made 
Regent of France, Char/es King of Fraxce dying: the molt part of France was 
dcelucred ro him by the Nobility there,to the vſe of King Henry the ſixt. His 
marriages and death is moreat large in the Title of Bedford. 

Hum:frey, tourth 57116 of King Henry the 4. was by his Brother King Henry 
the 5.made Duke ot Gi-ceſter; and in the firlt yeare of Henry the 6.he was made 
Proteor of the \.ingdome of Lxgland,for 15.ycares, during the ſaid kings mi- 
notity ; and was itucd, Humfrey,by the prace of God, Sonne, Brother and Vnckle 
to kivgs,Duke of Gleceiter,Henault, Holland, Zeland and Penbroke, Lord of Friez- 
land, 2reat Chamberlaine of Enzland, Protector and Defenaer of the Kin2 come and 
Church of Enzlind. He had two Wiues. 

His urlt Wite was /aquet,daughter and heyre of William, Ditke of Bavaria, 
and t:arle of Holland, who was before betrorhed to John Duke of Brabant, and 
was ticrctore atrer divorced from this Hwmfrey without iſſue. 

His [ccond Wite was Elianor, daughter of Kezinald, Lord Cobbam of Ster- 
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burh in Surrey, who for witchcraft and poyſonings, was much defamed. 
Queene Margaret,\Wife to King Henry the itxr,cnuyed greatly his eſtate & go- 
uernment,and practiſed with others, his ouerthrow and deltruQtion ; toratrer, 
he was found murdered in his bed,at Bury in Suffolke, and was after buried ar $. 
Albons in Hertfordſhire. 

Blanch eldeſt daughter,was married at Colle, to William Duke of Banaria, 
ſonne and heyre of Lewis of Bauaria. After ſhemarried the King of 477.1707 : 
and thirdly,{he married the Duke of Barre,but had no ifſue by:any otthem. 

P hulip, ſecond dauginer of King Hepry the 4. was married to /obn, King of 
Denmarkeand Norway,and dyed withour iffue.

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And in thoſe dayes, when the King dyned in his Chamber, the Steward of the 
Houſhold, fate alwayesin the Hall, vnder the Cloth of Eitare, rhe ſame being 
rolled vp abouc his head, and ſuch Knights with tim,as waited that time vpon 
the King, Hedycd in the Caſtle of Boys de Viſcenne.not farre from Pars,the 13, 
day of Auguſt,1422,when he had reigned nine yeares,hiue moneths, and odde 
dayes,being 36.yearesold,and was buricd at weſtminſter. 

He marricd Katherine,daughter of Charles the fixt,Kingof France,at Troyes 
in Champaigne,the third of Tune,1420. and the 14.0f February after, the was 
crowned atweſtminſter,and was his \Vife,two yeares and three moneths.

the French King and Queene ; which King, was Vnckle tothe Brides Father, 
and the French Queen, Aunt ro her Mother. She being conueyed to the Abbey 
of Tichfreld, was there ſolemnly married to King Henry the {ixt, the 22.0f A- 
prill, 1445- and was crowned at Weſtminſter, the 30. day of May after. In 
the 33.yeare ofthis Kings Reigne, heloſt the barralle at S.Albons; and was ta- 
raken priſoner atthe battaile of Northampton,by the Earle of Warwicke,the 38. 
yeare of his Reigne ; and the yeare after,was deliuered againe by Queen Mar- 
garet his Wife, attcr:the ſecond bartaile of S.Albons z bur in the ſame, after the 
battaile at Morttmers Croſſe,the King and Queene fled toTorke z andthe Earle 
of March, comming to London with his power, was proclaimed King of Eng- 
land. Andinthe fourth yeare of his Reigne, hee tooke King Henry, necre 
Abbcy of Selbyin Lancaſhire,and brought him priſoner tothe Tower of Lon- 
don. And in the ninh yeare of his Reigne,King H-nry the f1xt,was againe de- 
liuered,by the Duke of Clarence and the Earle of Warwicte. 

King Edward flying into Flanders, was proclaimed a Vlurper; but the next 
yearcafter, King Eaward returning againe into England, and comming to Lox 
den,cooke king Henry in the Biſhops Pallace,and after gave bartailero the Earle 
of Warwicke,at Barnet,where the {aid Earle, with his brother /ohn Newl Mar- 
queſſe Mountague were (laine. And in the ſame yeare, 47 1.healſo gaue a great 
ouerthrow to Queene Margaret, at Tewkesbury; in which batraile, the ſaide 
Queene, with Prince Edward her onely ſonne, weretaken priſoners; Prince 
Edward being firſt ſtricken by King Edward,Rchard Duke of Gloceſter, ſtabbed - 
him to the heart with his Dagger. The Queene his Mother was conuayed to 
London, where [he remainedin priſon, vntill Reyner her Father purchaſed her 
deliucrance with great ſurnames of money ; who after returning to her owne 
Country,there dyed. 

After this barraile at Tewkesbury, King Edward the fourth came to London, 
on the 21.of May,1471. wich thirty thouſand men : and the ſame night, King 
Hepry was murdered in the Tower of Londen,and the morrow after, brought 
into S.Pawles Church in London,inan open Cofhn barc-faced, where hee bled: 
From thence he was conuayed to the Blacke-Fryars,and there alſo bled. Laſtly, 

his body was conuaycd torindſore,and there buried,

theſecond, 1377. and thatday was Deputy for Margarer 
Durcheſle of Norfolke,and Coanteſſe Marſchall of cnctand 
and did execute the Office of Earle Marſhall. This #ery,in 
the firſt yeare of king Henry the fourth, had giuen him the 
Iſle of Man,to be holden ofthe King by ſcruice,ro bearethe 
theSword, which he wore when he entred England. Alfo 
this Henry and Henry Hotſpurrehis ſonne,touphr the batraile 
of Halhdowne Hill,againſt the Scots, 1402. and hauing rhe vi- 
ory,tooke theſe Earles priſoners ; Mordake,Earle of Fiffe; Archibald, Earle 
Duzlaſſe ; Thomas,Earle of Murrey;and Robert,Earle of Angus.

And that this Roger Bigot Earle of Norfolke, ſhould ſurrender and deli- * 
uer vp into the Kings hands,all his lands in England yalesand reland, with the: -

life, witha thouſand pound more encreaſe, which the faide King would allow 
him; with this prouiſo, that if the ſaide Roger had iſſue lawfully begotren, then 
he ſhould withour all contradi&ion,recciue all from the ſaid King againe, with!

Whereas all 0- 
ther Earles of this Realme, had loſt their Inriſdictions many hundred yeares 
before,and had but the bare names of their Earledomes. Alſo the ſaid Earles of 
Penbroke,by Office at the Coronations of the Kings of England,were to carry a 
paire of gilt Spurs.

Obert de V fford knight, Son of Sir Robert Yford knight, 
Steward ofthe houſhold to King Edward the ſecond, 
and of his wife Cecily,daughter and co-heire of Robert 
de Valenys Lord of Orford, was created Earle of Suffolke, in 
the eleuenth yeare of king Edward thethird, 1335, as alſo 
Knight of the Garter ; he was Lord of Eay and Framing. 
ham in Suffolke. Before this Robert, did the Family of Bigots 
hold Norfolke and Suffolke together as one County. This 
Robert, and William Mountague Earle of Salisbury, were Ge- 
nerals of king Edward the thirds Army in Flazders,when he 
went to make his clayme to the Crowne of France, deſcen- 
ded to him by his Mother, and kept from him by Philp de 
Palois the Vſurper,1338. Heſerued vnder the blacke Prince,atthe bartaile of 
Poittow, where John the French King was taken priſoner,1359, and marricd 
Margaret,daughter of Sir 7ohn Norwich, of Mettingham Caſtle in Suffolke, and 
Aunt and heyre of 7ohn her Nephew, (by Walter her Brother) by whom hee 
had iſſue7illam Yford Earle of Suffolke,and three daughters ; Cecily, married 
to lobn Lord Willoughby ; Katherine,married to Robert Lord Scales ; and Marga- 
ret, married to Wilkam Lord Ferrers of Groby. He dyed in the 43. yearcof King 
Eaward the third.
